They are 
in the main, printed publications which give statistics of a wide variety of subjects. 
They are obtainable as indicated on Page 2. 


Census Publications have been issued in respect of each Commonwealth 
Census taken, namely, 1911, 1921, 1933, 1947 and 1954 Censuses. Details of 
publications relating to earlier Censuses are available on request, and those issued 
to date in respect of the 1954 Census are listed on Page 3. 


Reports and Bulletins deal mainly with individual topics and are of three 
kinds — (i) Printed publications containing detailed tables of the main statistics collected, 
(ii) supplementary publications issued from time to time in mimeographed form, bringing 
the statistics up to date, providing further details, or releasing new statistics in 
preliminary form, (iii) reports of special surveys or censuses such as those of the retail 
trade and motor vehicle censuses. (Where such reports are issued at irregular 
intervals the last issue only is shown). 


Appended to this list of Bureau publications is a subject index to their 
contents designed to provide a guide in the selection of the publications containing 
statistics on a given subject.
